Senator Richardson of Illinois, in a speech a. 
Peoria, drew this life-picture of the difference be¬ 
tween the negro and the white man under abolition 

“Now, my friends, at all points we are feeding 
negroes and supporting them. You ask them who 
supports them, and the answer is, ' The United 
Srates.’ Ask them who furnishes them houses to live 
in, and they atswer, ‘ The United States.’ Ask them 
who pays the doctor when they are sick, and they 
reply, ‘The United States.’ Put the questioTT to 
them, who sends their children to school, and sup¬ 
ports teachers for their education, and the answer is, 
• The United States.’ My friend Ross, who is run¬ 
ning for Congress in the adjoining district, informs 
me that he once inquired with regard to their pro¬ 
gress in the schools, and was informed that they did 
not learn very fast, but they sang elegantly! and it 
might have been added that they danced well I 
(Laughter.) And in many places they will tell yon 
that they are the relatives ol soldiers in the army. 

“ Bnt ask if tie white people are so supported, and 
the answer is that they are white and cau take care 
of themselves (laughter). This wholesale support of 
negroes is notorious. We have in the army of the 1 
United States less than 80,000 men of the colored 
race ; but we are to-day supporting 700,000 of those 
who claim to be their relatives. Tlie relatives of the 
colored troops are very numerous. In the last two 
years all the proclamations of Mr. Lincoln have been 
about the negro. Each bill in Congress is the same. 
They passed a bill at the last session, and Lincoln 
approved it, giving the colored widow advantages 
over white widows in the matters of pension. A 
white woman at the lime of application for pension 
must produce a marriage certificate; but a negro 
woman’s affidavit is amply sufficient. A white 
woman who is the widow of a soldier may make 
oath that she was legally married, but that it is im¬ 
possible to procure a marriage certificate. She may 
have been married in the South, and now shut out 
from all means of procuring the required proof. 
Without it she can draw no pension. 

“In the case of a white woman the marriage certi¬ 
ficate is indispensably necessary. But let a negro 
woman who is the widow of a colored soldier apply 
for a pension, and make oath that she was married 
to him, and her pension is ready lor her without the 
certificate. But this is not all. In the State of 
Illinois we did not allow a negro or an Indian to 
testify upon the stand in court iu favor of or against 
a white man. So it was in other States. The last 
Congress, however, passed a law making the negro 
a competent witnessju’d allomi.-ig W«-to ss*, 

too, we did not permit a man to testify in court who 
was an atheist and did not believe ic the existence of | 
a God. If a man came in court as a witness and 
was asked, ‘Do you believe in the existence,of a. 
God?’ and if he should reply‘No,’ the answer of 
the law was turn him out; he has no right to be a 
witness here. But if you ask a negro the question 
now, the attorney stands up aud says, 4 You have no 
right to question him in regard to that; the law of 
Congress has made him a competent witness and 
beyond it you cannot go.’ 

“ When they first employed the negro in the army 
as a soldier, they said his services were not as 
valuable as the white man’s, and his pay was fixed 
at a less figure—I think at ten dollars per month. 
But at the last session of Congress a law was 
passed making his pay equal to that of a white sol¬ 
dier and dating that pay hack to the period of enlist¬ 
ment. 

“ While I have served in the Senate of the United 
States and in the House of Representatives, when 
men were arrested in my own State of Illinois aud in¬ 
carcerated in bastiles, I endeavored to induce these 
bodies to have a committee ol investigation appointed 
upon their cases; but they said no aud refused me. 
And yet if a negro was incarcerated in the Washing¬ 
ton jail, committees ol investigation were immediately 
appointed to know why the negro had been placed 
there. They have rail cars in the streets of VVash- 
ington, horse cars, I believe they call them, and some 
are labeled * for colored people.’ Those are the cars 
for the negroes. But one day a negro jumped aboard 
upon one side of a white man’s car, and the conduc¬ 
tor very promptly jumped him oil the other side. 
And immediately resolution after resolution was in¬ 
troduced in Congress to know why the negro was put 
off the cars (laughter). 

“But I was never able to get a resolution passed 
asking why a white man was incarcerated in a gov¬ 
ernment bastile. A Senator happening to remark 
that it was but a few days previous to that that he 
was put off the cars, Mr. Sumner replied that it was 
of no consequence; that it was of less importance 
that the whole Senate of the United States should be 
Put off the cars than that a single negro should be so 
treated (laughter). Why, in the days of my ambi- 
uon, when I looked upon a Clay, a Webster, a 
"'right and a Calhoun; when I read the debates 
hnd saw questions of national import discussed 
with an ability exceeding the legislative councils oi 
*py nation—even that ot the Roman Senate itself—I 
did not think that if I ever reached it I should 
amount to something; but when I tound that the 
Whole Senate amounted to less than the putting of 
one negro off from a street car, I conless that my 
“ wereiar less exalted than they were be- 
*ore (long continued applause).

I Sir, when the Saviour was on earth He lived under a 
! government where there were sixty million slaves • 
i and when, from the Mount of Olives, He ascended 
| into Heaven, His eyes looked down upon Jerusalem 
: and Judea, full of thousands and tens of thousands of j 
slaves. And when tbe Apostle Paul stood upon Mars’ 
Hill, after wandering among the magnificent temples 
of the Acropolis, some of them dedicated to the 
unknown God, he preached to the Athenians, sur¬ 
rounded by their masses of slaves, t o intolerance, no 
persecution, no civil war for the abolition of slavery ■ 
but, if not there, elsewhere, servants, obey your mas¬ 
ters. The teachings of onr Saviour were also to ren¬ 
der unto Csesar the things that are Ciesar’s, and to 
God the things that are God’s, with submission to 
civil government and the Christian obedience even of 
slaves to their masters. The spirit of the Evangelists 
is full of like toleration to an institution, which, in 
the end, the lessons of Christianity were to subvert, 
but the overthrow of which, by violence and force, u 
there everywhere condemned. 

If, then, the Saviour of the world and His Apostles 
were thus tolerant upon the subject of slavery, why 
cannot there be equal toleration among His professed 
people in their p.dministration of the government in 
this country ? Toleration, indeed, is the essential 
principle of our institutions. Toleration pervades 
every part of our social organizations. We are tol¬ 
erant of the Jew, who does not believe in the Saviour. 
We are tolerant of those Christians who do not 
respect our Sabbath. We are tolerant of a great and 
rising State in the centre of this continent, which has 
now one hundred and twenty-five thousand inhabit¬ 
ants, and a city of twenty thousand people. We are 
tolerant there upon the subject of polygamy, expressly 
forbidden in the New Testament, if tolerated in the 
Old ; tolerant, though expressly forbidden by the 
Saviour and His Apostles ; and these people from this 
great Territory are admitted to a seat upon the floor 
of this House, and take part in our deliberations and 
debates, while we are in a frightful civil war now 
seemingly only to abolish negro slavery. 

And now are we to be told at this day and hour 
that we cannot be tolerant upon this subject of 
slavery, when not only the Saviour and Apostles tol¬ 
erated it, but when the patriarchs Abraham, Isaac 
and Jacob were the holders of bondmen and bond- 
women. Let me not be misunderstood ; I do not 
mean to be understood as saying that the spirit 
of the Bible upholds slavery, and I do not mean to 
say there are not teachings in the sermons of our 
Saviour and the Apostles which in the end would 
abolish slavery through the whole earth ; but I doJ 
mean to say that not only the Saviour and the Apos¬ 
tles, but that the fathers of the Church were tolerant 
with slavery, and that for more than a thousand 
years, the fathers of the Church exercised a religious 
and political influence through the emperors of Rome 
in upholding the institution of slavery from abolition 
by force or violence, while they left it to be abolished j 
by the peaceful and graceful influences of Christian-

The statement of the Richmond Enquirer that 
Gen. Lee has written a letter to the Committee aa 
Military Affairs in the rebel House, in favor of ai _ 
ing the slaves, virtually settles that this experiment 
will soon be tried. The military judgment of that 
General is authority not to be appealed from in the 
Confederacy on any military question. It is in its 
military bearing alone that this subject is now dis¬ 
cussed. The universal feeling of the rebels is that 
military success alone can save them. Their only 
hesitation about arming the slaves has been the 
doubt whether the slaves will do effective military 
service, and whether there was yet an actual military 
necessity for that resort. Gen. Lee’s demand that 
the experiment shall be at once tried, settles the mat¬ 
ter, and we may expect soon to see the measure iu 
practical operation. 

It will not be tried, on a small scale. The project 
has been too long postponed, and the necessities of 
the rebellion are now too urgent for that. Nothing 
can now prevent the speedy downfall of the rebellion 
but very large accessions to their armies. These ac¬

lhe inhuman codes of the centuries that are dead 
have been vanquished by tbe same influences, and 
what remains ot them is destined to obliteration. We 
then, justified in stating that the moral world 
moves, as well as the world physical. 

These reflections have been prompted by the ic- 
eeipt of a communication from Madrid, the purport of 
which our correspondent requests us to give to the 
public. An Anti-Slavery Society has been formed in 
that city, under the designation of La Sociedad Aboli- 
cionisia Espcmola, which has held three meetings 
within the last month, and the immediate result ol 
whose labors has been the nomination of a comision 
—a standing or sub-committee—to inquire into the 
results of emancipation wherever it has been carried 
into effect,and to report upon the best means of abol¬ 
ishing slavery in tbe Spanish colonies. 

The gentlemen who constitute the Spanish Aboli¬ 
tionist Society belong to all shades of political opin¬ 
ion, and have adopted as its fundamental rale that 
polities shall not be imported into any of thefr dis¬ 
cussions, but that the great question shall be treated 
upon the broad basis of humanity, justice, and 
religion. For the present we must confine ourselves 
to this general announcement, which we do not doubt 
will be hailed with satisfaction by the friends of the 
human race in all lands, and will be received as a 
most encouraging indication of anti-slavery pro-

LETTER FROM DANIEL S. DICKINSON. 

| [On the 8th of November last Mr. George L. Stearns of 
Boston addressed a letter to the Hon. D. 8. Dickinson, ex-| 
posing the folly of those “ War Democrats,” so-called, whol 
while endeavoring to reconstruct the Democratic party J 
seek to evade the vital Issues now before the country.

■ Binghamton, Nov. 28,1864. 

My Dear Sir : Your favor of the 8th instant j 
reached here daring my absence for a few days, and : 
since my return I have been too much engaged with 
business matters, deferred until alter the election, to 
give it earlier attention. 

An invitation was sent me to attend the meeting of 
War Democrats in the City of New York to which 
you allude, but I was addressiug the electors in a re¬ 
mote part of the State, aud did not receive it. I 
glanced hurriedly over the published proceedings 
and I believe entirely approved them ; but it seemed 
to me then, as it sail does, that the meeting failed to 
present and discuss some of the most prominent and 
staling issues of the day—issues which will not pass 
by us, if we seek to avoid them—issues which must and 
will enter into tbe very essence and life-blood of a 
true, and enlarged, and liberalized Democracy, and 
form its foundations, and serve as its touchstone. 
For years, there has been practically but little oi 
Democracy, save its venerated name, and its vicious, 
aud perverted, and demoralized organization; and it 
matter how soon, nor how summarily, the lat- 
annihilated, with its defiling and desecrating 
leaders—to the end that its betrayed and plundered 
masses may gather again its disintegrated elements, 
and vindicate anew its principles, and reestablish its 
power. 

No higher tribute, perhaps, could be paid to a mere 
line than that which for a season has been bestowed 
by the honest masses upon Democracy. And no 
other cause save that, and the Christian religion, 
could withstand for a twelvemonth sueh disgraceful 
associations as have gathered around it. Tne chief 
spirits of its organization have been recently mere 
machine-running, spoiis-jobbing, place-hunting poli¬ 
ticians—living Dy office-brokerage, and thriving by 
trade in political exchange ; but without one single 
Democratic instinct, antecedent, theory or tradition 
whatsoever. Since this dastardly and murderous 
rebellion has been tugging at the nation’s throat, a 
few fossilized Know-Nothings have come to reinforce 
this ignoble leadership, and these twin ornaments ot

EMANCIPATION OF~THE SERFS. 

■ The Russian journals contain details respecting 
the progress of the emancipation of the serfs up to 
the month of August last, at which date it would 
appear that there were only eight regulating charters 
still uncompleted, while 111,568 have been already 
brought into execution, and these refer to estates on 
which reside 10,001,220 country people. The most 
circumstantial details have been received respecting 
109,750 of these charters, relating to estates on which

charters (33,o44) cause the total cessation from the 
pr r^, en< l of a11 transitor y relations in regard to 
4,521,8 <8 people, the half of the freed serfs who thus 
find themselves completely liberated from their for¬ 
mer masters. As many as 2,133,043 people have 
come into complete possession of their plots of land, 
andot this number 430,702 have required no assist- 
ance from the State. In the nine western provinces 
all the country people, without exception, have be- ^ 
come proprietors, which fact is to be attributed to , 
the particular condition attending the situation of 
j 91 tb «re9L<L f Eussiajhe province 

gress of reform. The number of its country people 
entirely freed, and to whom territorial property has 
been given, represents 72 per cent, of the total of its i 
former serfs. Next follow the provinces of Eeathe- 
rmoslaf, of the Taurade.of Yonoreje, Kherson, Kazan 
and Tchernigoff, where the number is from 51 to 62 
per cent. At Orenburg the number is 49 per cent. 
At Saratof, Simbirsk, Poltawa, Don, Samara Perm 
and Viatka it is 33 to 44 per cent. At Peuza tbe 
number is 32 per cent., at Koursk and Tambof more 
than 22 per cent., and at Smolensk 19 per cent. In 
the other provinces of Russia the number of country 
people who have become absolute proprietors is be¬ 
low 15 per cent. In the governments of St. Peters-1 
burg and Moscow it varies between 10 and 11 per 
cent. This is considered to be a very satisfactory 
result alter three years’ trial of the system; and 
from the number of regulating charters which have 
come into operation on the landed proprietors, as 
mentioned at the commencement of this summary, 
the work of emancipation is looked upon as entirely 
achieved.

THE WORK OF FREEDOM IN MARYLAND. 

[An 44 Association for the Moral and Educational Improve- 
lent of the Colored People ” has been formed in Baltimore 
under very encouraging auspices. Among its officers are 
men of high political aud social influence, who rejoice in 
abolition ol slavery and see clearly the new 
posed upon them by that great event. The address to the 
public, issued by this Association, we copy as follows:] 
Fellow-Citizens : Since the adoption of the n_.. 
institution very grave issues are submitted for your 
consideration. 

That instrument, by its benevolent provisions, has 
added to the eighty thousand free colored people 
cf our State eight]-seven thousand others, recently 
slaves. 

These two classes constitute the greater portion of 
the labor of the State. 

They are likely to remain among us, for they are 
attached to their homes, and no government has ever 
consented to the violent removal of one-fourth of its 
population. 

For the most part they are ignorant. Tbe habits 
their former industry have not been such as to 
teach them ideas of thrift, carefulness or providence. 
Thrown upon their own resources, though their labor 
is in great demand, they cannot be expected to know 
the necessity of industry, or how to seek at home 
permanent occupation and employment. 

We are forced to think it the duty of every citizen 
Maryland to seek to make this population most 
useful to the State, as it is the bounden duty of 
Christian men to seek their moral improvement. 

There are but two courses to be pursued. The one 
to leave these persons in tbe ignorance and moral 
destitution in which many of then now, unhappily, 
are, and the other to endeavor by education to im¬ 
prove their habits, instruct them in their industry, 
make diligent the idle, reform the vicious and stimu¬ 
late the good, that they may rise in the scale of be¬ 
ing, and be better fitted for the varied duties they 
re called on to perform. 

The first course may at first seem the least trouble¬ 
some and expensive, but ignorance is the mother of 
:e, and uuless these people are taught their duties 
the State, and their more important duty to God, 

1 are not suffered to remain in the helpless state 
which slavery has left them, the necessity for 
almshouses, jails and penitentiaries will teach the 
folly of such economy. 

Educated labor produces more than uneducated 
labor. It is, therefore, the interest of the State that 
all labor should be instructed. 

One of the hopes of the friends of emancipation 
was that that measure would induce immigration 
into the State, raise tbe price of our lands, give de¬ 
mand for our labor in erecting mills and dwellings, 
and in manufacturing the various utensils necessary 
for the increased population of Maryland. But it 
cannot be expected that any number of the class of 
emigrants we desire will leave their homes to dwell 
in Maryland if they know they are to be surrounded 
by an illiterate, ignorant population, whose ignorance 
and vice are to be daily increased by withholding all 
instruction in the arts of labor, all educational im¬ 
provement aud every teaching of morality which 


They have b^n taxed for a long while for public 
schools, but have been allowed none. 4’heir present 
condition, when we consider what has been denied 
them, mid how little means or opportunity they have 
badYfor self-improvement, is a standing rebuke to 
those who think they are incapable of moral or 
mental culture. 

They long for opportunity to show how readily 
they become a people no longer degraded by, but 
useful to, tbe State. 

The Baltimore Association for the Moral and Edu¬ 
cational Improvement of the Colored People intends 
to do what it can to give them such opportunity. Its 
members will give their best efforts to this charitabl*

not misinformed, it will in due time be 
suffered to transpire that we were saved from a for¬ 
mal European recognition of the Southern Confeder¬ 
acy .by the timely issue of President Lincoln’s initial 
Proclamation of Freedon. At the close of McClellan’s 
Peninsular campaign, the governments of France 
and Eogland professed to have become satisfied that 
the independence of the Confederacy was a fixed fact, 
and were concerting measures for according an early 
admission of the new power into the family of nations. 
We believe, but are not sure, that our government 
was confidentially apprised of this determination so 
early as September, if not in August, 1862, and that 
the more conservative members of the Cabinet, if not 
impelled to advise, were fully reconciled to the issue 
of the aforesaid Proclamation by their knowledge of 
that purpose. That issue gave pause to tbe Maritime 
Powers; and when it had been followed by tbe Pro¬ 
clamation of Jan. 1st, 1863, it was found that the 
public opinion of the more intelligent middle class 
throughout Western Europe would be shocked by a 
recognition which would be a virtual alliance with 
the Slave Power. The Confederate envoys were con¬ 
fidentially apprised of the serious obstacle which bad 
been interposed to a compliance with their desires, 
and advised to promote its removal through some 
form of Emancipation ; but they did not—or rather, 
could not—achieve what was desired, so matters 
went on as we have seen. 

These items of hitherto unpublished history derive 
a present consequence from the probability that the 
Rebel authorities are about to decree some sort of 
Emancipation, in the hope of thus retrieving their 
bankrupt fortunes. Should they do so satisfactorily, 
and thereupon be favored with any gleam of military 
an unequivocal desire that they should achieve. their 
independence.— Tribune. 

“ CHIVALRY.” 

British Toryism and Blaveholding chivalry have a 
profound sympathy not only in the faith that the 
many were born to serve the few, but in the choice 
of epithets and arguments to prove their own superi¬ 
ority to the rest of mankind. The Richmond Exam¬ 
iner, speaking last Winter of the Yankees, cheerfully 
aud chivalrously remarks : “ One would suppose that 
creatures so abounding, in the stenches of moral de¬ 
composition would never be alluded to in decent so¬ 
ciety. But somehow the habit of expectorating upon 
the vermin that swarm the Northern dunghill has 
gotten the better of gentle natures, and the time drags 
heavily on the Southerner who refuses to indulge 
himself some twenty times a day in a volley of dire¬ 
ful anathemas against the Yankee.So the tiger 

that laps blood and the beede that gorges excrement 
are but Yankees of the animal kingdom.It fol¬ 

lows that our feeling toward the people of the North, 
scarabsei and vipers of humanity, should be charac¬ 
terized neither by rage or nausea.The convul¬ 

sions of passion are out of place when one is merely 
scalding chinches [bed-bugs].” 

Now if this freedom of gentle natures from rage, and 
this elegance of phrase wnich, as you see, delicately 
breathes 44 chinches” for a more familiar name, do not 
prove that people who suffer their prisoners to rot 
and starve are “ chivalric ” ; if they do not show that 
men who steal the wages of the poor and weak, who 
whip pregnant women and sell their children, are 
“ gentlemen ”; and if they do not establish beyond 
cavil that such chivalric gentlemen have a perfect 
right to destroy the government of their country at 
their pleasure, we are really afraid that these things 
are not susceptible of proof. 

In the same “ chivalric ” spirit, evidently character¬ 
ized as the preceding extract is, “ neither by rage or 
nausea,” the sympathetic Tory journal, the London 
Herald, a chief organ of the “ English gentleman,” 
calls the President of the United States “ a vulgar, 
brutal boor, wholly ignorant of political science, of 
military affairs, of everything else which a statesman 
should know.a vacillating, helpless imbecile.” 

Considering that the American slave-drivers and 
the British aristocracy claim to be peculiarly and ex¬ 
clusively gentlemen, the word ^gentleman is in ex¬ 
treme danger of failing into bad odor. Or—is the 
horrible suspicion perhaps true, that we wretebed 
chinches who “gorge excrement”—that is, who work 
for our living and do not sell our children—know 
nothing about it ? O fellow-sea-abasi and co-vipers! 
let us restrain our useless rage and nausea, and be 
scalded in silence by these “ gentle natures.”— Har¬ 
per's Weekly. 

JUSTICE.NOT DONE YET. . 

To the Editor of the N. Y. Tribune. 

Sir : An impression seems to prevail in the news¬ 
papers that tbe lately published “ opinion ” of Attor¬ 
ney-General Bates (dated in July last) at length se¬ 
cures justice to the colored soldiers, in respect to 
arrears of pay. This impression is a mistake. 

That “ opinion ” does indeed show that there never 
.. as any excusefor refusing them justice. But it does 
not, of itself, secure justice to them. 

It logically covers the whole ground, and was 
doubtless intended to do so; but technically it can 
only apply to those soldiers who were free at the 
commencement ol the war. For it was only about 


Under this decision the Northern colored regiments 
have already got their arrears of pay—and those 
few members of the Southern regiments who were 
free on April 19,1861. But in the South Carolina 
regiments this only increases the dissatisfaction 
among the remainder, who volunteered under the 
same pledge of full pay from the War Department, 
and who do not see how tbe question of their status 
at some antecedent period can afiect an express con¬ 
tract. If, in 1862, they were free enough to make a 
bargain with, they were certainly free enough to 
claim its fulfillment. 

The unfortunate decision of Mr. Solicitor Whiting, 
under which all our troubles arose, is indeed super¬ 
seded by the reasoning of the Attorney-General. But 
unhappily that does not remedy the evil, which is 
already embodied in an Act of Congress, making the 
distinction between those who were and those who 
were not free on April 19,1861. 

The question is, whether those who were not free 
at the breaking out of the war are still to be de¬ 
frauded, after the Attorney-General has shown that 
there is no excuse for defrauding them ? 

I call it defrauding because ic is not a question of 
abstract justice, but of the fulfillment of an express
